 Applicants with the minimum requirements will be invited to sit for the National Joint 
Apprenticeship Training Committee aptitude examination for the electrical industry as well 
as a test of basic electrical knowledge.  You must score a rating of 4 or better on the 
NJATC test and 70% or better on the basic electrical knowledge test. 

 Testing is offered twice a year for all programs in spring and fall. The next test is 
anticipated to occur on May 15

th
, 2009. 

 Applicants successfully passing both examinations will be invited to the interview process 
for ranking candidates for entry into the apprentice-qualified pool. 

 As apprentice positions become available, they will be offered to those in the apprentice-
qualified pool. 

 Upon completion of your on-line application, a full packet of apprenticeship required 
forms and materials will be sent to you for completion and submission prior to testing.  All 
application packets must be returned to PSE by May 1

st
, 2009.

 These are IBEW Represented positions and the successful candidates will become 
members of the IBEW.
